AIRLIFT ON THE FOLLOWING DAY, JULY 1, WHEN 7.5 METRIC TONS WERE FLOWN 
TO KOMPONG THOM BY 3 DC-3’S WHICH MADE 1 SORTIE EACH. IT IS EXPECTED 
THAT FROM HERE ON THE SAME NUMBER OF AIRCRAFTT WILL MAKE 3 SORTIES A 
DAY EACH FOR A DAILY TOTAL OF 22.5 M/T. WE HAVE NOT RECEIVED A REPORT 
ON PROGRESS ON THE SVAY RIENG AIRLIFT. THE GOVERNOR OF SVAY RIENG, 

HOWEVER, HAS OBTAINED THE RELEASE OF 1,200 BAGS FROM PHNOM PENH STOCKS,
